The  none  Gage  has  its  history. One  authority  claims  the  none  is 
derived  from  an  official  position:  "Gager  or  Gsug°r".  His  office 
wa s  to  attend  to  the  King’s  revenue  at  the  seaport  and  with  the 
measurement  of  all  liquids,  such  as  oil,  'wine  and  honey.  Improb¬ 
able  that  the  name  came  from  this  source. 

Another  authority  says  Gage  is  a  Scandinavian  name  which  means  a 
pledge&wc rri oh ,  one  to  fight  .Normans  were  Scandanavians,  hence 
the  word  might  have  become  a  name,  os  the  word  or  name  signifies 
pledged  warrior,  one  to  firght,  and  we  must  compare  it  with 
other  things  v/c  know  to  be  distinct ivolly  Gage.  Take  the  motto 
"Courage  without  fcarf?  Does  this  not  confirm  the  Norman  source? 
Then  the  crest  is  considered.. It  is  not  a  mock  harmless  creature 
but  the  ram  noted *f or  its  fighting  proclivities .Norman  in  blood 
and  Norman  in  name. 


Still  another  authority  claims  Gage  for  Ga ughy  -  Normandy,  The  * 
first  record  found  in  1180  and  makes  mention  of  Ralph  dc  Gaughy. 
In  1165  Ralph  dc  Gaughi  or  Gaugi  held  a  fief  in  Northumberland 
which  he  acquired  by  marriage.  Robert  dc  Gaughi  was  Baron  of 
Si eomouth, Northumberland  II65  and  had  a  brother  Roger  dc  Gaughi 
to  whom  King  John  1205  committed  the  custody  0^'  Apgcntan  Castle 
and. forest.  The  name  Gaughy  is  now  held  by  the  Viscount’s  Gage 
of  Firlc, Sussex  and  Baronet  Gage  of  Ecngravc, Suffolk.  LcSirc  dc 
Gaughi  was  at  the  battle  of  H  stings  1066.

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THE  IRISH  GAGE  FAMILY 


The  family  of  Gage  are  descended  from  a  Norman  Knight,  Sir 
Reginald  DeGaga,  who  came  to  England  with  William  the  Con¬ 
queror  in  106o. and  fought  in  the  Battle  of  Hastings.  The  name 
"Gage*  is  derived  from  the  Seignory,  or  Manor,  of  Gaughy  near 
Rouen, Normandy*  He  was  granted  large  domains  in  Glouchester 
and  built  a  large  mansion  at  Cirencester,  where  his  descend¬ 
ants  lived  until  the  death  of  John  Gage  in  1440*  In  1215  a 
Gage  was  present  at.  Runnymede,  when  Barons  forced  King  John 
to  sign  the  Magna  Cttarta,  and  himself  signed  it  with  a  numhsr 
of  the  other  Barons* 

His  descendant.  Sir  John  Gage,  was  knighted  by  Edward  IV*  He 
married  Eleanor  St  Clare  and  acquired  much  land  in  Sussex  County 
He  died  in  1476.  He  had  two  sons,  William  and. John.  William 
lived  on  in  Sussex,  and  married  Agnes,  sister  of  John  Bolney, 
of  Bolney  Sussex,  M.P.  for  that  county  in  1495*  He  formed  a 
seat  at  West  Firle,  Sussex,  which  is  to-day  the  residence  of 
his  descendant,  Viscount  Gage,  ( who  is  authority  on  the 
English  Gages)  The  younger  son,  John,  married  Margaret,  dau¬ 
ghter  and  heiress  of  John  Tawyer  of  the  Manor  of  Raundes.  It 
is  from  this  branch  that  the  Irish  G^ges  are  descended)  These 
Gages  settled  in  Northamptonshire  at  the  end  of  the  15th  cen¬ 
tury.  Their  graves  and  inscriptions  are  in  Raundep  Church. 

His  son  Henry  married  Margaret  Bovill  of  Bradford.  They  had  one 
son  and  two  daughters.  His  one  son, Robert,  married:  Anne, dau¬ 
ghter  of  Robert  Pemberton  of  Rushden,  and  had  six  sons  and 
five  daughters. Robert  died  February  23,  1616. 

His  fifth  son, William,  was  granted  lands  at  Magilligan, 

County  Londonderry, Ireland  in  1632.  He  died  without  issue 
shortly  after,  and  the  lands  were' confirmed  to  his  brother 
John  in  1635  and  who,  by  his  will,  left  the  lands  of  Tam- 
laght  "and  Magilligan  to  hie  second  son, John.  Thi«  John  Gage 
sold  the  Manor  of  Raundes  in  1657  and.camo  to  Ireland  in  1659 
He  had  married  Elizabeth  Smytho  of  St  rixon,  Northampton,  in  1643 
They  had  five  sons  and  60ven  daughters. 

One  son, William  in  1683#  married  Anne, daughter  of  Thomas  Churhh 
of  Kilrea,  and  we  now  come  to  the  two  well  ^nown  Branches  of 
Irish  Gages.  One . son, Thomas, the  ancostor  of  present  Gages  of 
Beliarina,  County  Derry  Estates,  now  managed  by  Sir  John  Heygate 
Another  son.

He  was  the  first  member  of  the  Cage  Family  to  own  Rathlin 
Island,purcrhaeed  from  the  fifth  Earl  of  Antrim  in.  1746.

THE  GAGE  FAMILY  OF  THE  SOUTH 

In  a  first ' edition  of  a  genealogical  record  of  Gage  Families 
in  America , compiled  by  the  Rev.  Walker  Miller  Gage  in  1922, 

Pages  55  and  56  he  outlines  the  ’’Southern  Gage  Family”. He 
shows  the  progenitor  of  the  family  (without  naming' him)  as 
being  born  in  1730  and  having  stns,  Matthew, lames, John  and 
Robert.  On  the  inside  explanatory  page, this  family  is  shown  as 
”Gage  Family  of  the  South”. 

In”Notes  on  various  branches  of  the  Gagc-Gaige  Families,  also 
biographical  sketches” ' 8th  edition  1943  cls§  compiled  by  the 
Rev. Walker  Miller  Gage, the  progenitor  of  the  family  is  listed 
as  (?Robcrt)  thb  date  of  his  birth  is  not  given. The  same  four 
sons  are  listed. 

Robert, one  of  the  sons  remained  in  Ireland.  This  Robert  had  a 
son  John  shown  in' the  compilation  which  follows  as  #3123, an 
Irishman  by  birth, born  near  Coleraine , Ireland .While  the  Gage 
nnmc  is  definitely  English, it  is  very  logical  for  the  Gages  to 
be  in  that  vicinity, if  we  assume  that  Gages  were  involved  in  the 
happenings  described  in  the  history  of  Londonderry. 


The  Encylopedia  Brittanica  says  ’’Towards  the  close  of  the  reign 
of  Elizabeth  the  county  was  seized  and  received  the  name  of 
Coleraine, having  that  town  for  its  capitol.In  1609  after  the 
confiscation  of  the  estates  of  the  C ’Neills,  the  citizens  of 
London  obtained  possession  of  the  Towns  *f  Londonderry  and  Cole¬ 
raine  and  adjoining  lands;  60  acres  out  of  every  1000  being

The  common  council  of  London  elected 


a  body  of  twenty-six  for  Item  man? gome  nt4who  in  l6]3.were  incor¬ 
porated  as  the  Irish  Society,  and  retained  possession  of  the 
Towns  of  Londonderry  and  Coleraine .Their  estates  were  soqucstr^-  . 
ted  by  Jarft0s  I  and  in  1637  the  charter  of  the  Irish  Society  was 
cancelled. Cromwell  restored  the  society  to  its  former  position, 
and  Charles  II  granted  it  a  new  Charter .In' the  insurrection  of 
1641  many  towns  and  villages  were  burned...”

From  Charles  Knight’s  '’History  of  England’’  v3  pp3  54  ct  sqq,  the 
author  in  describin'-'  conditions  at  the  time  stated  :”What c-vcr  were 
the  differences  of  opinion  in  the  English  Church, and  however 
great  the  increase  of  non-conf ormists , the  time  for  any  serious 
attempt  to  re-establish  Roman-Catholicism  in  England  had  evident¬ 
ly  passed  away.  It  was  the  same  in  Cootinnd ,but  in  Ireland, the 
great 'bulk  of  the  people  still  clung  to  the  Roman-Catholic  wor¬ 
ship.,  they  were  met  by  a  stricter  execution  of  the  laws  against 
recusants  and  priests, as  far  as  Julies  could  be  feund  to  enforce 
them... old  customs  whi oh’ interfered  with  thv.  administration  of' 
justice  were  abolished.,  the  groat  Irish  chieftans.,  in  1607.. 
departed  from  Ireland  with  their  families . .their  lands, to  the 
extent  of  five  hundred  thousand  acres,  were  forfeited  to  the 
crown.  It  is  to  th-:  honor  of  the  government  of  James  that  this 
opportunity  was  judiciously  employed  in  accomplishing  what  is 
called  "the  plantation  of  Ulster”.  Extraordinary  inducements

were  held  out  to  English  Capitalists  to  settle  in  the  North  of 
Ireland;  the  corporation  of  London  received  large  grants  of  land 
in  the  county  of  Derry; upon  their  engagement  to  spend  20000 
Pounds  upon  the  colony,  and  to  build  two  towns.  Kence  the  cities 
of  (London)  derry  and  Coleraine the  forfeited  lands  were  divided 
amongst  a  hundred  and  four  English  and  Scots, fifty  six  servitors 
and  two  hundred  and  eighty-six  natives. Thus  was  Ulster  to  become 
but  not  without  its  periods  of  fierce  contention  and  of  terrible' 
massacre, the  most  prosperous  and  enlightened  province  of  Ireland. 
Its  half  n  million  acres  had  offered  a  precarious  existence  to  a 
scattered  race  of  half-civilized  and  marauding  natives.  It  become 
the  seat  of  agricultural  and  commercial  industry--a  model  for  the 
rest  of  Ireland  for  removing  those  special  evils  which  wore 
destined  for  two  centuries  to  press  far  more  heavily  upon  her 
than  political  jealousies  or  religious  disunions,” 

In  an  article  appearing  in  1955  in  "Country  Life”  a  magazine 
published  in  London  and  in  ''Burkes  Peerage"  the  statement  is 
mod'-  that  Sir  John  Gage  was  created  n  Baronet  in  1622  and  in 
Country  Life  it  states  that  Thomas  Gage  was  given  a  Viscounty 
in  1720  in  the  "peerage' of  Ireland"  and  was  thereby  able  to  sit 
in  the  House  of  Commons, 

...Tile  plantation  of  Ulster  was  r  scheme  which  is  attributed  to  the 
the  King  and  to  his  able  counseller  Bacon.  It  soon  became 
mixed  up 'with  a  manoeuvre  to  put  some  money  into  the  Royal 
Treasury , which  the  sturdy  parliament  had  refused  to  fill 
except  upon  conditions, . .a  now  title  of  honour  intermediate 
between  fm  baron  and  a  knight, was  to  be  bestowed  upon  two  ' 
hundred  gentlemen  possessing  lands  to  the  yoorlyvaluc  of  1,000 
Pounds  and  they  were  each  to  pay  into  the  treasury  for  the  patent 
the-  sium  of  1,095  Pounds, being  the  estimated  cost  of  thirty 
soldiers  to  defend  the  settlors  in  Ulster  for  three  years.  The 
project  took  to  a  certain  extent. In  10  years  93  patents  of  baron¬ 
etcy  were  sold  ; ant  bho  price  paid  for  them  was  employed 'in  other 
purposes  thnn  the  military  protection  of  the  new  colony. 

The  Encyclopedia  Brittanies  has  more  about  this  in  its  article 
on  Baronet.  .  .and  Quotes  a  contemporary  saying  "the  Kings- 
wants  might  be  much  relieved  out  of  the  vanities  and  ambition 
of  the  gentrio"  Fr am  an  this  it  appears  that  Sir  John  Gage 
bought  and  paid  for  the  "honour”  of  being  created  Baronet  in 
1622., but  maybe  he  had  a  good  reason  for  wanting  it  beside  the 
"honour"

At  any  rate, after  an  of  this,  I  think  we  can  assume  logically 
that  there  could  have  been, and  probably  were, some  if  not  many 
Gages  in  the  north  of  Ireland .They  could  have  come  as  some  of 
the  hundred,  and  four  English  and  (Scots), or  fifty-six  servitors 
among  whom,  the  land  was  first  divided ;  they  could  have  been 
later  settlers  in  Ulster, they  could  have  been  soldiers  who 
stayed  in  the  North  of  Ireland,  they  could  have  been  some  Gages 
that  Sir  John (1st  Baronet)  wanted  to  get  away  from  the  hot  spot 
of  persecution  around  London  and  Sussex, but  whatever  the  reason 
they  could  have  been  there  --to  come  to  America  later. 
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In  the  1922  edition  of' the  genealogical  record  of  Gage  families, 
previously  referred  to, it  makes  mention  on  page  57  of  n  ’’Robert 
Gage  of  Ireland  "family  with  sons  ,  Robert ,  Homes  and  Thomas. In  tijp---

His  brav~  body 
shot  almost  to  pieces  was  carried  by  Jim  Dailey , litter 
bearer  for  7/3/1863  to  Dr.  Joseph  Holt.  _ 

J^re-  Gage’s  comrades  have  given  him  rare  praise .James  M. 
Goc'‘i©e  of _Memphls  ,Tenn.  a  friend  and  brother  with  him  in 
Delta  Psi  fraternity  wrote  afterwards : "h®  was  the  coolest 
man  in  face  of  danger, I  ever  knew".

(letters  now  in  possession  of  Mrs.  Ada  uag°  Dobbs  of  Quitman, 
Mississippi.

Of  Ancient  Descent — 'Traditional  Founder  of  one  "branch  an 
Emperor  *  of  Hapsburg — Saunders  of  Saunders  Grove  always 
prominent  in  affair s(  Copied  from  New  Orleans  Times  Democrat) 

The  Saunders  or  Sanders  family  is  of  very  ancient  descent *as  we 
find  by  the  records. Sanders  appears  to  be  the  original  ortho¬ 
graphy,  the  letter  "u"  being  a  modern  addition.  Sanders  is  de¬ 
rived  from  Sandy, the  nickname  of  Alexander,  Sandy , Sanders, 
Sanderson  is  easy.  Directly  from  the  name  Alexander,  we  have 
Allix,  Alley,  Atken. 

Seats  of  the  family  arc  at  Essex, Kent,  Buckingham,  Lincoln* 
Northampton, Warwick,  Oxford,  London.  The  Saunders  are  an  old 
family  also,  in  Scotland  and  Wales  aft  well  aa  in  Ireland.  The 
founder  of  the  family  in  Ireland  was  a  follower  of  Cromwell  and 
said  to  trace  to  Robert, Lord,  of  Innspruck , brother  of  Randolph, 
Count  of  Hapsburg, later  Empreror.  The  Saunders  of  Saunders  Grove, 
County  Wicklow*  have  always  been  a  family  to  reckon  with. One  was 
high  sheriff,  and  married.  Lady  Martha  ^daughter  of  the  Earl  of

We  are  able  to  lay  h'-nes  upon  two  pilgrim  fath  rs ‘.Thomas  Sanders

Judge  Evans  was  a  well  known  jurist, his  territory  extending 
from  northern  Mississippi  to  the  Gulf  Const .

The  grandfather  of  King  Henry  VII  of  England,  Sir  Owen  Tudor, has 
the  honor  *f  a  place  upon  the  Evans  Family  Chart, or  to  go  further 
back, we  can  claim  a  knight  of  King  Arthur’s  Round  Table,  just 
which -one  history  not  state,  but  trav /ling  down  the  ages 

from  the  knight, we  come  to  Ethelystan  G1  o dr y d d. , founder  of  the 
fourth  royal  tribe  of  Wales , and  Mcrvyn  Vrych,£ing  of  the  Isle 
of  Man,  the  ninth  century .These  names  do  not  convey  meaning  to 
any  of  us, perhaps,  certainly  the  present  writer  is  not  versed  in 
their  history, but  the  names  look  well,  and  let  us  hope  adorn  the

Evans, in  itself  makoS  no  pretensions  as  to  derivation.lt  is  John 
plain  John,  that  is  all.

one  way  the  name  appears  in  old  records. 

Among  New  England  forefathers  were  David  and  Henry  Evans  of 
Poston  16^3,  Thor/  s  of  Plymouth  1635  *tfid  John  of  Roxbury  and 
Hatfield, who  is  thought  to  h  rve  been  a  soldier  in  King  Philip's 
War. 

Henry  Evans,  born  in  Boston,  removed  to  Tennessee.  He  as  the  son 
of  Joseph,  born  in  Ireland,  and  a  physician, who  died  in  Ohio. 
Joseph.  Henry,  son  of  Henry, born  in  Boston,  marri' d :  Cora  Taylor,  a 
descendant  of  William  Bradford,  and  descendants  of  this  line  of 
course, step  right  into  the  "Mayflower  Society"  without  so  much 
as  "by  your  leave". 

Another  New  England  forebear  was  Sherebiah  Evans  of  Milton, Mass, 
a  Revolutionary  soldier. He  was  b*rn  in  Maryland,  and  married, 
Elizabeth  Dudley. Their  son  Sherebiah  was  born  at  Boston  in  179». 
Th^  marriage  conn  ctions  of  this  line  include  the  Harrisons, 
Clarks, Cooks  and  Warners.
